PLUNDERING A STATE.
Report of the LAgislative Invetigaag

Committee of Nebraska.
The legislative committee appointed to co-

sider the testimony taken heretofore bearing
upon the maladministration of state institu-
tions by the board of pablic lands and build-
ings reported yesterday that it found sufficient
testimony to indicate that the state has been
systematically plundered by state officials.

It recommended that impeachment proseed-
ings be instituted against John C. Allen. secre-
tary of state; A. R. Humphrey, commissioner
of public lands and buildings; George H. Hast-
ings, attorney general, and J. E. Hill, es-treas-
urer.

Following the report of the law commission
the following resolution was presented and rec-
ommended for passare:

Resolved. That articles of impeachment be
prepared and presented to the supreme court
of this state for malfeasance in office againstthe following persons, to wit: John C. Allen,
secretary of state; George H. Hastings, attor-
ney general; A. R. Humphrey, commiassomer of
public lands and buildings, and J. E. Hill, ex-
state treasurer.
A resolution was also adopted instructing the

committee to continue the taking of evidence
against other officials and ex-officials whose
names do not appear in the recommendations
of impeachment. A message was sent to the
senate informing that body that impeachmentproceedings were pending in the house and re-
questing the members to name a time for a
joint session to consider the matter. The sen-
ate sent an answer saying that it would meet
the lower house in joint convention as 4
o'clock.
Accordingly at that hour the senate marched

in, but nothing further was done than to agree
upon 4 o'clock today for another meeting, and
the joint session then adjourned.
Public opinion is nearly unanimous in the

belief that the senate waill concur in the house
resolutions that impeachment proceedings be
instituted.

The Story ofLatimer'e Escape Told by GD.

Captain ofthe Guard.
Warden Davis took the stand yesterday at the

inquest to inquire into the death by poiso-dag
of Guard Haight of the state prison at Jact-
son, Mich. He said he never knew that "ti-
mer, the matricide, was out of his cell of nights
and that no one had any right or business to let
him out. On the night of the escape when he
was called 'out he found Gilt doubled up in
great pain and Haight unconscious. The
warden's orders, as well as the rules, were that
no convict was to be taken from a cell after S
p.m., unless the convict was sick. Mr. Davis
said he had been down hundreds of times after
the convicts had been locked in at night to gs
that all was right.
As for drugs coming into convicts he had no

knowledge about that, as when any request had
come to him of such a nature .rom convicts he
had said that the prison physician had full
charge of that. It was not until sfder the
tragedy that witness heard that any pruieacid had been sent into the prison.Warden Davis detailed at length his coaver-
sations with Guards Rice -and I"timer when
the latter came back. Latimer related to the
warden the story of his escape, the innocenee
of all prison officials of his plans, the death of
Haight and poisoning of Gill, the same as the
matricide told them to the others.
